"Kcderal id lc
proposed under Senate Mill -17a, 
currently before the House edu­ 
cation and labor committee, 
would be a blanket encroach­ 
ment of the federal government 
on local government and home 
rule and, as such, is an issue 
of grave importance to Cali­ 
fornia," said A. C. Hardison, of 
Santa Paula, president of Cali 
fornia Taxpayers' association 
and prominent (Minis grower. 
"All citizens should familari^e 
themselves with its implica­ 
tions," he continued.

"Public education has always 
been a state function, and a 
local responsibility," Hardison 
declared. "It Is not to be ex­ 
pected that every state will 
the same amount, use indcntical 
methods, or get the same re­ 
sults.

"Introducing federal finances 
Into the public school system 
must inevitably carry with it 

I federal domination of the public 
schools which few Americans 

; would sanction."
